ſhe knows, that as ſoon as her Lover begins to have 


Suſpicions, the leaſt Care ſhe ſhould take to remove 
them, would preſerve in him the Eſteem: and Love 


Whereas, if ſhe neglected to ſatisfy 
and cure him, it would alienate his Affectigns from 
her ſor ever; he would have no Confidence in her, 
neither would ſhe be able to recover his good Opi-

her Faults, and palliates all her Offences; but when 
once he diſtruſts her, he will not pardon the leaſt 
Slight; he is at length fatigued and wearied out with 
the Trouble ſhe gives him; he cannot bear ſo much 
Altercation; and the Reproaches he is obliged to 
make her, after pardoning a thouſand conſiderable 
Faults, teize him out- of all Patience; ſo that, in the 
End, he breaks off with her for a meer Triſle, he 
not being able longer to endure ſo much Vexation.
